Our  Message  to  the  World 


A  S  Latter-day  Saints,  we  have  a 
-£*■  message  for  the  world  as  cer- 
tainly as  did  the  Church  in  the 
days  of  the  ancient  prophets,  and 
as  certainly  as  did  the  Master  when 
He  came  in  the  Meridian  of  Time 
and  proclaimed  His  Saving  prin- 
ciples and  ordinances  to  the  people 
of  the  world. 

Today,  the  message  entrusted  to 
our  Church  is  that  God  has  again 
spoken  from  the  Heavens.  He  has 
thereby  assured  us  that  He  does 
exist,  that  He  loves  us  and  is  con- 
cerned about  us,  and  that  He  ex- 
pects conformance  with  specific 
requirements  if  we  are  to  live  as 
He  wants  and  live  so  that  we  may 
one  day  return  to  His  presence  to 
dwell  forever. 

This  message  is  a  marvellous 
truth  in  a  world  of  doubt  and 
scepticism.  This  message  gives  us 
a  peace  of  mind,  which  peace  of 
mind  most  of  mankind  have  always 
been  without  and  are  without  to- 
day. Certainly  no  other  people  on 
earth  know  what  God  is  like  or 
know  what  is  expected  of  His 
followers  as  do  the  Latter-day 
Saints.  Modern  day  revelation  has 
clarified  many  questions  concern- 
ing religion,  which  knowledge  the 
world  is  without. 

His  Church  is  again  established 
on  earth.  His  desire  is  that  all 
mankind  should  partake  of  its  bles- 
sings. He  has  given  us  His  pro- 
gramme for  happiness.  With  this 
has  come  knowledge  that  a  fulness 
of  happiness  is  possible  through  no 
other  means  than  membership  in 
His   Restored   Church. 

God  has  told  us  in  our  day  how 
we  should  live  —  what  we  should 
eat  and  drink  —  what  meetings  to 
attend  —  what  contributions  each 
is  expected  to  make  to  build  up 
His  Kingdom.  We  have  learned  to 
whom  we  should  look  for  guidance 
today  —  even  his  Prophet  and 
chosen  servant.  What  blessings 
these  are  in  a  world  of  uncertainty 


where  most  of  mankind  follow 
their  own  ways  and  their  own 
ambitions,  without  making  certain 
that  those  ways  and  those  ambi- 
tions coincide  wth  the  ways  of  God 
and   His  Son,   our  Redeemer. 

We  have  learned  the  true  goal 
of  living.  It  is  not  the  accumulation 
of  wealth  —  not  power  or  influence 
— •  not  recognition  for  our  attain- 
ments and  our  talents.  We  have 
learned  the  true  goal  of  life  is  but 
showing  real  love  and  kindness  to 
one  another  —  giving  service  to 
our  fellowmen,  and  thereby  serving 
God  as  He  would  have  us  do.  Our 
goal  is  to  keep  His  commandments. 

How  are  these  great  command- 
ments best  kept  by  us?  Is  it  not 
by  serving  in  His  Church  —  each 
one  doing  his  part  well  —  whether 
by  teaching,  by  organizing,  by 
leading,  by  helping  in  a  thousand 
and  one  ways?  Is  it  not  by  each 
working  for  his  or  her  own  sal- 
vation and  the  salvation  of  his  or 
her  fellowmen?  Is  it  not  through 
each  man,  who  has  been  warned 
that  he  must  repent  and  accept  His 
Restored  Church,  in  turn  warning 
his  neighbour? 

Knowledge  that  this  Church 
alone,  among  the  hundreds  of 
churches  on  earth,  has  the  power 
of  the  Priesthood  of  God  —  the 
power  to  save  and  bless  —  to  bind 
on  earth  and  to  bind  in  Heaven  — 
to  loose  on  earth  and  to  loose  in 
Heaven  —  is  the  message  God  has 
again  given  to  the  world  through 
revelations  to  His  chosen  servants 
in  our  day. 

Once  a  man  or  a  woman  has 
learned  the  truth,  then  religion 
does  not  become  a  matter  of  con- 
venience. We  know  that  authority 
to  act  in  God's  name  is  all  impor- 
tant. Religion  is  not  a  matter  of 
convenience.  We  do  not  belong  to 
the  Mormon  Church  when  in  a 
Mormon  community  and  then 
change  to  some  other  church  when 
we    move    to    a    community    where 
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there  is  no  Mormon  Church.  If 
religion  is  just  to  be  a  matter  of 
convenience  and  ease  of  attendance 
—  if  authority  is  not  necessary, 
then  one  church  may  be  as  good 
as  another.  Then  joining  a  church 
becomes  like  joining  a  social  club. 
We  affiliate  with  the  group  nearest 
to  us  and  seeming  to  offer  the  most 
advantages  from  the  viewpoint  of 
sociability  or  appearance  or  friend- 
liness. Then  the  church  becomes 
an  association  of  friends,  esta- 
blished by  men  for  mutual  benefit 
and  enjoyment.  Our  Church  is  more 
than  this.  It  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  —  and  the  only  au- 
thorized Church  on  earth  having 
the  power  to  baptise  or  perform  any 
other  ordinances  of  salvation  taught 
by  the  Saviour  of  mankind.  Ordi- 
nances performed  by  this  Church 
alone  will  God  recognize  and  ac- 
cept for  entrance  into  His  Kingdom. 

If  these  words  seem  severe,  so 
also  did  those  of  Christ  to  the 
people  of  his  day,  when  of  all 
those  people  on  earth,  only  those 
few  who  were  part  of  His  Church 
and  who  were  baptised  in  His  name 
and  who  followed  His  other  teach- 
ings were  members  of  the  Kingdom 
of   God   on  Earth. 

But  few  people  in  Christ's  day 
were  baptised  under  the  hands  of 
the  Priesthood  of  God.  Only  those 
few  thereby  complied  with  the 
essential  ordinances  of  salvation. 
Likewise  today,  but  few  on  earth 
have  been  baptised  under  the  hands 


of  the  Priesthood  of  God  —  which 
power  and  right  he  restored  to 
earth  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years  ago. 

This  message  of  Mormonism  is 
for  all  mankind.  God  has  again 
spoken  from  the  Heavens.  He  has 
commissioned  the  Church  which 
bears  His  name,  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
to  be  the  custodian  of  the  keys  to 
bind  on  earth  and  in  Heaven  and 
to  loose  on  earth  and  in  Heaven. 
Those  who  heed  and  obey  his  word 
will  be  blessed  here  and  hereafter. 
The  Gospel  and  its  saving  ordi- 
nances and  its  truths  for  happy 
living  are  freely  offered  to  all  men 
and  women  who  love  God  and  are 
willing  to  seek  for  and  accept  the 
truth  when  it  is  presented  to  them. 

You  have  all  read  we  should 
take  time  to  think,  to  study,  to 
pray,  to  rest,  to  work,  to  play,  etc. 
Let's  add  one  more  thought:  take 
time  to  save  your  soul  before  it  is 
too  late.  The  Gospel  as  taught  by 
our  Church  is  true.  Those  who 
have  put  the  keeping  of  the  com- 
mandments to  the  test,  know  they 
are  from  God  and  not  from  man. 
Let  us  perfect  our  lives  through 
daily  repentance  and  through  daily 
service  to  our  fellowmen  and  our 
Heavenly  Father.  Thereby  can  we 
glorify  Him  by  achieving  eternal 
life.

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Genealogy-way  to  Salvation

SALVATION  should  be  the  most  important  subject  to  all  in  the  world, 
and  yet  there  are  so  few  who  really  think  it  important.  The  majority 
pay  no  attention  to  this  great  subject. 

I  would  say  that  if  it  was  a  subject  that  could  not  be  understood,  that 
they  would  perhaps  have  a  reason  for  not  wanting  to  think  of  it  or  do 
something  about  it,  but  it  is  easily  understood.  It  is  reasonable  as  well  as 
logical.  We  are  not  ignorant  of  the  things  of  God.  From  the  time  of  Adam 
He  has  made  known  to  us  the  things  essential  for  man's  salvation.  If  we 
do  not  know  of  these  things  the  fault  lies  with  us.  We  cannot  excuse  our- 
selves for  not  keeping  the  laws  of  God  on  the  grounds  of  ignorance. 

To  be  able  to  gain  salvation  there  are  certain  things  we  must  do : 

1.  We  must  have  faith  in  God  the  Father,  in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
and  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 

2.  We  must  accept  the  atonement  of  Christ,  believing  that  he  is  the 
Redeemer  of  the  world. 

3.  We  must  repent  of  our  sins,  giving  our  heart  to  God  with  the  full 
intent  of  serving  Him. 

4.  We  must  be  baptised  in  water  for  the  remission  of  our  sins  by  one 
having  the  authority  to  do  so. 

5.  We  must  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  Ihe  laying  on  of 
hands. 

6.  We  must  serve  the  Lord  with  all  our  heart,  might,  mind  and 
strength,  enduring  to  the  end. 

Upon  these  laws  salvation  is  based,  and  the  blessings  promised  are 
for  everyone  of  us.  Looking  at  them,  they  are  not  difficult.  The  weakest 
of  the  weak  can  have  the  power  within  him  if  he  would  put  his  trust  in 
the  Lord.  All  who  would  do  these  things  will  be  redeemed  and  be  served 
from  the  sins  of  the  world,  but  they  who  refuse  and  do  not  repent  will 
have  to  suffer  for  those  sins. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  salvation:  1.  general  salvation  which  saves  us 
from  the  grave  and  is  a  free  gift  to  everyone;  2.  individual  salvation  which 
is  offered  to  us  on  condition  that  we  do  the  things  God  wants  us  to  do, 
the  things  that  will  place  us  as  sons  and  daughters  of  God,  in  His  King- 
dom, which  is  really  exaltation,  our  ultimate  goal. 

Now  each  and  every  one  of  us  has  to  work  out  his  own  salvation. 
We  will  be  judged  according  to  our  own  works  and  not  those  of  someone 
else. 

The  Lord  in  his  love  and  kindness  for  us  has  given  us  a  way  to  live, 
an  example.  He  also  said  that  "straight  is  the  gate  and  narrow  the  way 
and  few  there  be  that  find  it,"  and  when  one  looks  around  the  world 
today,  he  can  find  few  people  who  are  striving  for  that  straight  and 
narrow  way.  This  path  that  leads  to  His  Kingdom  is  indeed  straight,  and 
this  means  that  those  who  enter  into  it  will  find  it  restricted.  It  is  narrow, 
but  you  cannot  take  with  you  that  which  does  not  belong  to  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  All  this  must  be  left  behind.  Our  membership  alone  will  not  save 
us.  Just  to  have  our  name  on  the  records  of  the  Church  is  not  enough. 
We  will  have  to  have  our  name  in  the  Book  of  Life  and  the  evidence 
that  we  have  kept  the  commandments. 

You  may  well  ask  what  this  has  to  do  with  the  subject  of  Genealogy; 
well  I  will  tell  you.  The  Lord  is  a  fair  and  just  God  and  no  respector  of 
persons,  therefore,  He  is  not  going  to  give  one  people  one  set  of  laws  and 
another  a  different  set  of  laws.  Would  He  have  commandments  for  the 
living,  and  forget  about  those  who  have  died  without  hearing  of  God  and 
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His  Son?  We  have  learned  that  "All  men  must  repent  and  believe  on  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  worship  the  Father  in  his  name  to  the  end  or 
they  cannot  be  saved  in  the  Kingdom  of  God."  Again  the  Lord  said  that, 
"those  who  are  not  born  of  the  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  cannot  enter  into 
his  Kingdom."  Baptism  is  the  gateway  to  the  Celestial  Kingdom.  All  those 
who  have  not  been  fortunate  enough  to  hear  the  Gospel  when  it  was  on 
the  earth  can  have  faith;  they  can  repent  of  their  sins,  in  the  Spirit  World, 
but  they  cannot  be  baptised  and  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  because 
these  ordinances  belong  to  mortality  and  have  to  be  performed  in  mor- 
tality. But  remember  these  unfortunate  people  will  have  to  have  these 
ordinances  performed  for  them  if  they  are  to  be  able  to  be  judged  accord- 
ing to  men  in  the  flesh  and  live  according  to  God  in  the  spirit.  This  today 
is  our  privilege  and  duty  as  a  people  to  seek  out  the  names  of  our  ances- 
tors and  have  this  work  done  for  them  by  proxy.  If  the  dead  accept  the 
ordinances  performed,  it  is  accounted  unto  them  the  same  as  if  they  had 
acted  for  themselves. 

The  scripture  that  woke  me  up  was  the  one  in  Malachi  where  the 
Lord  promises  to  send  Elijah  to  turn  the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  chil- 
dren lest  he  comes  and  smites  the  earth  with  a  curse.  Elijah  came  to 
restore  the  sealing  power  of  the  Priesthood,  the  power  by  which  man  and 
wife  may  be  sealed  for  time  and  all  eternity.  Through  this  same  power 
their  children  may  be  sealed  to  their  parents,  and  so  on  from  generation 
to  generation  back  to  Adam  to  complete  the  family  chain,  and  is  made 
eternal,  thus  death  does  not  end  or  separate  the  members  of  the  family. 
These  ordinances  are  vital  for  our  exaltation  which  we  are  striving  for. 
THIS  IS  THE  GREAT  PRINCIPLE  THAT  WILL  SAVE  THE  WORLD 
FROM  DESTRUCTION. 

So  many  of  us  in  the  Church  have  the  opportunity  to  do  this  great  and 
noble  work  for  our  ancestors,  and  we  do  not  do  a  thing  about  it.  There 
is  one  thing  I  would  like  to  point  out  which  is  worth  remembering  and 
that  is  that  no  one  in  the  Church  is  exempt  from  this  work,  not  the 
prophet,  not  the  apostles,  not  the  humblest  deacon.  This  is  the  greatest 
responsibility  we  have  as  individuals,  to  seek  out  our  dead,  and  have  these 
ordinances  performed  for  them;  our  own  exaltation  depends  on  it.  We 
may  go  to  the  Temple  and  be  sealed  as  a  family,  but  unless  we  do  the 
same  for  our  loved  ones  we  cannot  become  part  of  the  family  of  God, 
because  the  link  will  be  broken.  We  in  turn  must  be  sealed  as  children 
to  our  fathers  and  mothers,  and  so  on. 

The  prophet  told  us  that  we  cannot  become  perfect  without  our  dead. 
This  means  that  a  man  can  only  reach  perfection  by  being  faithful  and 
true  and  keeping  the  commandments  as  far  as  it  concerns  himself.  And  in 
addition  these  privileges  must  also  be  received  by  his  worthy  dead,  because 
there  must  be  a  family  organization,  and  each  generation  must  be  linked 
to  the  chain  to  make  it  perfect. 

This  is  a  great  and  satisfying  work,  and  I  hope  and  pray  that  in  this 
new  year  of  1968  more  of  us  will  keep  this  one  goal  in  mind,  full  exalta- 
tion in  the  presence  of  our  Father  in  Heaven,  via  Genealogy.

SOUTH    AFRICA 
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Mission  Genealogy  Goal  for  '68

IN  1965  a  new  programme  was 
introduced  by  the  Genealogical 
Society.  Under  this  programme, 
each  family  in  the  Church  had  to 
submit  three  generations  of  family 
group  sheets.  The  first  included  the 
father  and  mother  with  children 
comprising  their  family  unit.  Then 
each  parent  had  to  submit  family 
group  sheets  for  their  families 
showing  themselves  as  a  child  in 
their  parent's  family.  They  also  had 
to  submit  sheets  where  their  parents 
were  listed  as  children  in  families 
of  grandparents.  This  programme 
required  a  total  of  seven  sheets  for 
each  family.  When  names  of  de- 
ceased persons  were  discovered  on 
these  sheets  Temple  ordinance  work 
was  done. 

The  purpose  of  the  programme 
is  to  provide  an  activity  in  com- 
pleting actual  family  group  sheets 
used  in  genealogical  reserach,  in- 
volving every  member  of  the 
Church  in  priesthood  genealogy  in 
a  practical  way.  It  provides  new 
names  for  the  Temples  and  an 
alphabetized  file  of  genealogical 
data  for  future  Church  use  as  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  society's 
archives. 

This  programme  was  started  in 
the  South  African  Mission  in  1966. 
Some  families  sent  in  1  sheet, 
others  two  or  three  nad  just  a  few 
7  sheets.  Most  families  did  not 
send  any  family  group  sheets  at  all. 

The  three  generation  programme 
was  continued  in  1967  for  new  con- 
verts, young  converts,  young 
couples  who  have  married  and 
those  who  did  not  participate  in 
the  programme  in   1966. 

The  programme  for  1967  required 


that  families  go  back  another 
generation  completing  family  group 
sheets  on  which  great  grandparents 
appear  as  "Husband"  and  "Wife" 
with  grandparents  shown  as 
children.  The  Church  also  formed 
a  Pedigree  Referral  Service  to 
bring  together  people  who  have  a 
common  line  of  ancestry  and  to 
help  prevent  duplication  of  re- 
search. Forms  are  available  to 
members  on  which  they  register 
surnames  from  their  pedigree  charts 
together  with  localities  and  periods 
of  time  involved  e.g.  the  Keller- 
man  branch  of  my  family  lived  in 
Piketberg  from  1780  to  1910.  The 
Pedigree  Referral  Service  will  help 
me  to  contact  members  of  the 
Church  who  also  have  ancestors 
with  that  surname  who  lived  in  that 
area  during  that  period  of  time. 

In  the  past  the  Genealogical  In- 
struction "Filler"  sheets  were  only 
available  without  the  cover  or 
binder.  In  October  and  November 
1967  a  large  supply  of  these  binders 
were  received  in  the  Mission  Home. 
Branch  Presidents  throughout  the 
Mission  were  advised  that  binders 
are  now  obtainable.  To  date  no 
orders  have  been  received.  As  the 
Genealogical  Instruction  Filler 
consists  of  loose  pages  and  is  diffi- 
cult to  use  in  that  form,  it  seems 
to  indicate  that  "fillers"  through- 
out the  Mission  are  not  being  used. 

Let  us  each  be  honest  about  our 
past  efforts  in  Genealogical  Re- 
search and  make  it  our  goal  to  be 
more  dedicated  in  our  genealogical 
work.  To  complete  as  many  family 
group  sheets  as  we  possibly  can 
and  to  register  with  the  Pedigree 
Referral    Service.

RECORDS

\^7E  often  think  of  the  time  when  Malachi  prophesied  the  return  of 
'  '  Elijah,  and  how  since  the  return  of  Elijah  fulfilling  Malachi's 
prophecy  (Malachi  4:5-6)  the  amount  of  record  keeping  has  steadily  in- 
creased. Before  the  return  of  Elijah  on  April  3,  1836,  there  was  in  fact 
very  little  record-keeping  outside  of  the  royal  families.  It  is  interesting  to 
know  that  in  this  last  dispensation,  the  records  of  families  and  geneologies 
was  not  carried  out  until  after  Elijah  had  returned.  It  is  further  interesting 
to  know  that  there  have  been  records  kept  in  other  dispensations.  The  Lord 
must  have  told  Adam  to  keep  a  record  of  his  family,  because  we  can  read 
in  the  Bible  of  the  generations  of  Adam  and  the  other  Patriarchs  down  to 
Noah  (Genesis  5).  In  Moses  chapter  6  verse  8  we  read  in  part  "And  a 
genealogy  was  kept  of  the  children  of  God.  And  this  was  the  book  of  the 
generations  of  Adam." 

In  the  Book  of  Mormon  we  can  read  about  the  records  kept  by  Lehi 
and  his  forefathers,  which  contained  the  genealogies  of  Lehi,  showing  that 
he  was  a  descendant  of  Joseph,  who  was  sold  into  Egypt.  These  records 
were  so  valuable  to  Lehi  that  when  his  sons  were  sent  to  get  them  from 
Laban,  who  was  also  of  the  same  family,  the  Lord  told  Nephi  to  kill 
Laban  in  order  that  they  might  preserve  and  take  their  genealogy  with 
them  to  the  promised  land.    (I  Nephi  5:10-16). 

In  III  Nephi  23  we  can  read  where  the  Saviour  examines  the  Nephite 
records.  In  verse  7  the  Saviour  said  to  Nephi,  "Bring  forth  the  record  which 
ye  have  kept."  This  may  be  like  what  will  happen  to  each  of  us  when  we 
meet  the  Lord  on  the  judgment  day.  We  will  be  asked  about  our  records. 
If  we  have  our  records  in  order  we  will  feel  great  joy  in  our  accomplish- 
ments. The  Nephites  had  a  good  record,  but  it  was  lacking  in  some  infor- 
mation and  the  Saviour  told  them  to  put  it  into  the  record.  We  all  should 
read  III  Nephi  23  and  work  to  make  sure  that  our  records  are  not  lacking 
when  we  are  asked  to  bring  them  forth. 

This  does  not  only  pertain  to  our  individual  family  genealogies  and 
histories,  but  to  our  records  that  the  church  keeps.  This  church  is  unique 
in  the  way  that  it  keeps  a  record  of  it's  members  and  other  important 
events  and  happenings.  When  the  church  was  organized  on  April  6,  1830, 
the  Lord  told  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  a  revelation  that  a  record 
should  be  kept.  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  21:1).  In  section  47  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  we  can  read  about  the  records  of  apostates,  non- 
tithepayers,  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  85:1-4)  and  where  a  faithful  record 
cannot  be  annualled.  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  128:9).  It  is  up  to  us  to 
keep  a  faithful  record.  We  will  be  judged  out  of  the  records  we  keep. 

This  Church  places  emphasis  on  the  value  of  record  keeping,  and 
spends  a  lot  of  time,  energy,  and  money  in  keeping  the  records  of  all  the 
happenings  within  the  Church,  up  to  date.  Records  have  been  kept  in  all 
the  dispensations,  and  will  continue  to  be  kept  today  and  always,  so  that 
we  will  know  and  our  children's  children  will  know  what  we  did  in  the 
Church  and  how  we  built  a  heritage  for  them.  Undoubtedly  there  are  more 
records  kept  today  by  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
than  we  can  comprehend.  Each  Branch  sends  in  Historical  reports,  minutes 
of  each  meeting  held,  and  a  report  showing  the  changes  that  have  taken 
place  within  the  branch  each  year.  Each  District,  Stake,  and  Ward  sends 
in  these  same  reports.  Each  Branch  and  Ward  sends  in  a  confidential 
report  showing  each  member  and  his  standing  in  regard  to  the  tithing  he 
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paid  in,  whether  he  attended  tithing  settlement,  and  whether  he  is  a  full 
tithe  payer  or  not.  Each  year,  each  Branch  and  Ward  must  send  in  a 
report  showing  all  the  Blessings,  Baptisms  and  Confirmations,  Marriages, 
Deaths,  Missionaries  leaving  and  returning,  servicemen  leaving  and  return- 
ing during  the  year.  The  number  of  High  Priests,  Seventies,  Elders,  Priests, 
Teachers,  Deacons,  and  those  males  old  enough  to  be  ordained  that  are  not 
holding  the  Priesthood,  must  be  reported. 

As  you  can  see,  when  each  Branch  and  Ward  sends  in  this  amount  of 
reports  each  year,  and  by  the  time  they  are  collected  we  have  a  great 
deal  of  records  together,  which  show  the  progress  made  during  each  year 
and  a  list  of  all  events  taking  place  within  each  area.  We,  in  the  Mission 
field  have  three  cards  or  membership  records.  Each  time  new  information 
has  to  be  put  on  these  records  to  keep  them  current,  it  entails  a  good 
deal  of  paper  work,  and  each  time  we  move  from  one  area  to  another, 
these  cards  must  be  moved  to  the  new  area  and  put  in  the  correct  books 
in  the  Mission  Home,  and  a  list  is  sent  over  to  Salt  Lake  City  so  that 
all  three  cards  are  in  the  same  books.  It  is  my  desire  to  see  each  one  of 
us  make  it  a  project  to  make  sure  that  our  records  are  up  to  date  and 
that  we  help  more  in  keeping  a  record  to  be  filed,  for  what  records  are 
filed  on  earth  are  filed  in  heaven.

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MISSIONARY  ACTIVITIES 

Transvaal  Zone  Conference 

THE  day  was  just  the  one  needed  —  warm,  a  slight  breeze,  and  plenty 
of  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  Elders  and  President  and  Sister  Badger. 
On  January  25,  1968,  38  Elders  from  the  Transvaal  Zone  met  at  Ramah 
at  9.00  a.m.  President  and  Sister  Howard  C.  Badger,  Elder  Michael  R. 
Jolley,  Elder  Howard  W.  Cheney,  Assistants  to  the  Mission  President 
presided  at  the  meeting  and  Elder  Darrell  W.  Perry,  the  Transvaal  Zone 
Leader  conducted  the  meeting. 

After  singing  "Ye  Elders  of  Israel"  and  rendering  of  the  opening 
prayer,  Elder  Michael  Barnes,  the  District  Leader  of  the  West  Rand,  was 
the  first  speaker.  He  very  skilfully  handled  the  assigned  subject  of  Visual 
Aids.  He  explained  why  they  were  important  and  why  it  was  so  important 
to  use  them.  He  pointed  out  the  stimulating  thoughts  that  a  picture  can 
leave  with  a  person,  by  using  a  drawing  and  explained  how  much  more 
effectively  it  left  a  permanent  picture  on  our  minds.  He  explained  three 
different  kinds  of  visual  aids;  the  Non-Projected  Aids,  the  Projected  Aids 
and  the  Audio  Aids. 

Elder  John  E.  Massey,  the  District  Leader  of  the  Mission  Home  was 
next  with  a  very  worthwhile  subject,  the  Mission  Schedule.  During  his  talk 
he  used  a  good  example  of  when  he  was  working  in  Bloemfontein,  and 
because  of  meal  problems  he  lost  a  great  deal  of  working  time.  He  went 
on  to  stress  study  time  and  the  difference  it  can  make  for  the  rest  of 
your  Mission. 

Afrikaans :  How,  When  and  Why  we  should  use  it,  was  the  subject 
that  Elder  Michael  T.  Cates,  the  Pretoria  District  Leader,  spoke  on.  Elder 
Cates  explained  how  we  can  learn  the  Afrikaans  language  and  a  few  of 
the  tools  we  have  to  work  with.  Elder  Cates  explained  some  reasons  why 
Elders  do  not  learn  Afrikaans,  but  none  of  them  seemed  to  be  valid,  so 
the  Missionaries  in  the  Transvaal  Zone  had  but  one  thought  when  the  talk 
was  finished,  learn  and  speak  the  language  and  convert  the  Afrikaans 
people. 

One  of  the  Assistants  to  President  Badger,  Elder  Howard  W.  Cheney 
followed  next  and  spoke  on  some  of  the  tools  that  are  overlooked  in  our 
teaching  procedures.  He  spoke  about  call  backs,  and  the  fruitful  blessings 
these  can  bring  as  far  as  meeting  and  teaching  people.  Group  Meetings  at 
old  age  homes,  YMCA  and  other  organizations  where  there  are  several 
people  gathered  together,  can  be  used  to  contact  more  people  all  the  time 
and  on  a  much  larger  scale  these  were  cited  as  example  of  how  to  meet 
with  more  people. 

The  Open  House  programme  was  reviewed  for  any  of  the  Elders  that 
were  not  familiar  with  the  complete  programme.  The  opportunity  lies  with- 
in ourselves  to  interest  people  in  the  Gospel,  by  using  these  tools.  These 
were  Elder  Cheney's  closing  remarks. 

The  other  Assistant  to  the  Mission  President,  Elder  Michael  R.  Jolley, 
titled  his  talk,  "The  Competition".  During  the  next  15  minutes  he  explained 
why  he  chose  this  title.  There  is  going  to  be  a  competition  which  is  going 
to  be  Mission-wide.  There  are  going  to  be  5  different  areas  of  competition 
with  the  district  winning  the  competition  each  month  issuing  the  challenge 
for  the  following  month.  The  results  are  to  be  published  in  Die  Sending- 
stem  and  this  is  when  the  winning  district  will  issue  the  challenge  in  the 
same  Missionary  magazine  for  the  coming  month. 

For  the  Zone,  he  instituted  a  Book  of  Mormon  placement  challenge. 
The  Elders  placing  the  most  Books  in  the  particular  month  will  win  this 
competition. 

The  Transvaal  Zone  Leader,  Elder  Darrell  Willard  Perry,  the  Elder 
mainly  responsible  for  arranging  the  meeting,  gave  a  talk  on  Dedication, 
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Spirituality,  Attitude.  He  explained  that  if  we  as  Elders  did  not  have  love 
amongst  ourselves  and  devote  ourselves  completely  to  the  work,  we  would 
never  succeed,  and  the  Lord  certainly  did  not  send  us  here  to  fail. 

Elder  Perry  explained  the  importance  of  having  or  developing  a 
testimony.  Without  a  true  testimony  no-one  can  teach  the  Gospel,  no-one 
an  convince  the  great  people  of  this  land  that  the  Gospel  is  true.  He  went 
on  to  say  that  as  Missionaries,  we  should  accept  the  commandments  and 
rules  given  to  us  by  the  leaders  of  the  Mission  and  the  Church.  The 
blessings  are  going  to  be  great  for  those  who  keep  the  commandments  but 
the  sorrow  that  will  be  suffered  by  those  who  know  the  commandments 
and  do  not  live  them  is  going  to  be  tremendous. 

Humility  and  Sincerity,  were  two  virtues  that  Sister  Eleanor  Badger 
showed  as  she  presented  her  thoughts  about  the  health  and  the  care  the 
Elders  should  be  taking  with  themselves.  She  told  the  story  of  the  frog  who 
set  his  own  death  trap  by  thinking  he  was  so  smart  and  reminded  the 
Elders  that  it  is  very  important  that  the  Elders  have  respect  and  love  for 
their  companions. 

She  used  the  analogy  that  our  Missions  can  be  our  private  telescope 
to  Heaven.  If  we  want  we  can  look  through  the  glass  and  see  the  rewards 
at  the  other  end  if  we  but  do  our  part  and  work  for  our  goal  of  600  new 
converts  for  1968. 

President  Howard  C.  Badger  concluded  the  morning  with  a  talk  about 
the  Elders  and  the  message  we  have  for  the  world.  He  spoke  about  the 
truth  and  why  it  is  so  important  that  we  get  out  those  20  hours  per  week 
and  tract  and  meet  with  people  so  we  can  teach  them.  He  encouraged  us 
to  use  all  the  tools  mentioned  by  the  previous  speakers. 

He  closed  by  reflecting  a  few  of  his  Mission  experiences  and  told  us 
that  with  the  new  and  better  methods  of  teaching,  there  is  unlimited 
growth  possible  in  South  Africa. 

The  meeting  ended  just  after  1.00  p.m.  and  everyone  headed  for  the 
kitchen  for  the  hambergers  and  chips  that  were  waiting. 

President  Badger  interviewed  the  Elders  from  the  outlying  areas  while 
everyone  else  played  football  at  Bezuidenhout  Park.  By  the  looks  of  the 
Elders  as  they  dragged  their  feet  through  the  shower  doors,  they  were 
ready  to  call  it  a  day.  We  had  received  our  spiritual  and  physical  uplift; 
now  we  were  off  for  home.  As  the  Elders  left  the  Chapel,  it  sounded  like 
everyone  enjoyed  the  day  and  everyone  seemed  to  be  ready  to  go  back  to 
the  areas  and  nut  the  new  programmes  into  use  and  work  on  the  old  ones, 
so  they  would  be  better  prepared  for  the  future.

The  Rewards  of  Genealogical  Work

GENEALOGY  is  for  the  old- 
Wait  until  I  quit  working  —  I 
just  can't  get  interested  in  it.  These 
are  some  of  the  excuses  I  made 
when  I  was  repeatedly  approached 
to  start  doing  work  on  my  family 
line.  Anyway,  why  should  /  do  it. 
If  I  didn't  someone  else  surely 
would. 

But,  I  had  failed  to  reckon  with 
the  Lord. 

In  1956  I  had  a  serious  and 
oftimes  fatal  illness.  Through  the 
prayers  and  faith  of  my  family  and 
friends  I  recovered.  While  recupe- 
rating I  felt  the  need  of  a  Patri- 
archial  Blessing.  Among  other 
things  it  said,  "There  is  much  for 
you  to  do  here  upon  the  earth  to 
fulfill  the  measure  of  your  creation, 
in  righteousness.  The  Gospel  is 
complete  and  it  gives  to  us  much 
responsibility.  Seek  your  kindred 
dead,  through  research  and  make 
records  .  .  .  Prepare  yourself  and 
go  to  the  House  of  the  Lord  and 
do  the  work  for  them  .  .  .  continue 
on  in  that  path  that  will  bring  to 
you  the  blessings  that  are  neces- 
sary that  you  might  be  counted  a 
saviour  on  Mount  Zion  .  .  .  one  of 
thy  daughters  whom  thou  had  con- 
fidence in  when  she  left  thy  side 
in  the  Spirit  World,  where  thou 
laboured  with  her,  tutored  her  and 
prepared  her  for  her  mission  here- 
upon the  earth."  These  words 
seemed  to  have  a  tremendous 
effect  on  me.  I  was  finally 
frightened  into  activity. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  had  said, 
"The  Saints  have  not  too  much 
time  to  save  and  redeem  their 
dead  .  .  .  The  greatest  responsibility 
in  this  world,  that  God  has  laid 
upon  this  generation  is  to  seek 
after  their  dead."  The  apostle  said, 
"They  without  us  cannot  be  made 
perfect."  I  had  so  much  to  do,  so 
little  time  to  do  it. 

My  Grandfather  Carter  went 
West   to   work    in   the    Gold   Fields 


of  California.  On  his  way  home,  to 
New  York  State,  he  met  and  mar- 
ried, in  Utah,  my  grandmother, 
Mary  Elizabeth  Lightner.  He  died 
while  he  was  comparatively  young, 
leaving  nine  children.  After  a  few 
years  had  passed  Mary  Elizabeth 
decided  to  have  the  Temple  work 
done  for  his  parents,  calling  them, 
Luther  and  Mary  Carter.  Very  little 
knowledge  had  she  of  her  in-laws. 
Finding  more  about  them  was  my 
big  problem. 

I  searched  and  studied  and 
searched  again,  month  after  month, 
year  after  year,  but  Luther, 
seemingly,  had  never  existed.  I  had 
prayed  often  about  my  problem 
but  one  day,  almost  in  despair,  I 
approached  my  Heavenly  Father. 
Suddenly  I  thought  I  heard  some- 
one say,  "Try  another  line".  I  was 
so  startled  I  said  aloud  "What 
other  line"?  Almost  immediately 
my  thoughts  turned  to  the  Light- 
ners.  This  was  what  I  called  virgin 
territory.  There  was  absolutely 
nothing  in  our  Temple  Archives  on 
my  grandmother's  line. 

After  many  months  of  research 
and  letter  writing  I  finally  received 
a  letter  from  a  lady  saying  she 
might  have  the  answer  to  my  prob- 
lem. She  told  me  to  write  to 
William  C.  Lightner  of  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania.  I  wasted  no  time  in 
doing  this.  He  proved  to  be  a  pro- 
fessional researcher  and  offered  to 
let  me  copy  all  the  material  he  had 
on  my  line,  which  took  me  back 
to  the  first  Lightner  to  come  fo 
America  in  1709.  I  soon  found  it 
too  slow  and  costly  to  try  to  get 
information  by  mail  so  my  husband 
arranged  that  we  spend  our  vaca- 
tion in  Pennsylvania.  With  the 
material  I  obtained  there  I  was  able 
to  send  many  family  group  sheets 
to  the  Library  Archives.  The  work 
was  done  in  the  Temple  for  hun- 
dreds of  my  kindred  names.  How 
we  love  and  appreciate  William  C. 
Lightner. 
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Did  I  forget  my  Carter  line? 
Certainly  not.  However,  I  knew 
that  if  I  was  to  solve  this  problem 
I  needed  professional  help.  Again, 
the  Lord  was  with  me.  Out  of  a 
list  of  researchers  sent  to  me  I 
selected  a  couple  who  took  my 
problem  to  heart,  as  if  it  were 
there  own.  Many  letters  were  ex- 
changed, finally  I  received  a  letter 
which  commenced,  "We  are  glad 
we  are  2,000  miles  away  when  we 
explode  this*  bomb.  Through  wills, 
land  records,  probate  records,  etc. 
we  can  prove  that  there  is  not  nor 
never  has  been  a  Luther  Carter 
who  is  your  ancestor.  However,  we 
have  found  you  an  Earl.  This  was 
difficult  for  me  to  accept  but  it  was 
true  and  consequently  I  have  found 
cousins  that  I  never  knew  existed. 
They  have  given  me  pictures  of  my 
grandfather,  his  sisters  and  brothers. 
Many  family  group  sheets  have 
been  sent  to  the  Temple  since  re- 
ceiving this  new  information.  I  have 
my  direct  line  on  the  Carters  back 
to  the  1630's  when  my  first  an- 
cestors Thomas  and  Mary  Carter, 
came  to  America. 

I  now  turned  to  Mary  Carter. 
Who  was  she?  After  much  research, 
I  found  through  Civil  War  records 
that  her  last  name  was  Baldwin  but 
no  record  of  her  parents. 

One  day  in  August,  1962,  I  said 
to  my  husband,  "I  must  go  to  New 
York  and  Connecticut  and  work 
on  my  Baldwin  lie."  He  said,  "Wait 
a  few  months  and  we'll  take  a 
vacation  there."  I  told  him  that  I 
felt  that  I  must  go  immediately. 
With  his  consent  I  boarded  a  plane 
for  Elmira,  New  York,  where  the 
Baldwins  had  settled  after  the 
Revolutionary  War.  I  arrived  on 
Sunday  and  after  hurriedly  deposit- 
ing my  luggage  in  my  hotel  room, 
I  searchd  and  found  the  Historical 
Society,  little  hoping  that  it  would 
be  open.  Luckily  for  me  it  was 
open  for  group  tours  that  day. 
Kind  hostesses  listened  to  my  story 
but  were  too  busy  to  help  me  so 
I  signed  the  register,  not  leaving 
my  Elmira  address  and  started  to 
leave.  A  wonderful  lady  came  up 
to  me.  She  said  she  had  heard  the 
story  I  had  told  the  hostess  and  in- 
asmuch as  her  ancestors  and  my 
Baldwins    were    contemporray    set- 


tlers, she  would  take  me  to  their 
ancient  homes,  to  their  burial  spots 
and  etc.  We  even  took  pictures  of 
my  second  and  third  grandfathers' 
headstones  which  stated  that  they 
were  Revolutionary  War  heroes. 
Exciting  as  these  new  facts  were  I 
retired  early  and  was  soon  sleeping 
soundly.  Suddenly  I  was  awakened 
by  the  shrill  telephone  ring.  My  first 
thoughts  were  of  trouble  at  home. 
The  Lord  was  again  with  me.  The 
President  of  the  Historical  Society 
with  whom  I  had  corresponded  for 
some  time  had  gone  to  the  Histori- 
cal Society  after  I  had  left.  On  see- 
ing my  name  he  had  spent  hours 
trying  to  locate  me.  He  asked  me 
if  I  was  aware  that  the  building 
was  closed  the  next  day.  Naturally 
I  was  very  disappointed  but  he 
continued,  "Tomorrow  is  my  free 
day.  Meet  me  at  the  Society  at 
9.00  a.m.  On  my  arrival  there  the 
next  day  he  said,  "Here  are  the 
stacks  of  the  Baldwin  records.  Go 
through  them,  choose  what  you 
want  but  don't  spend  any  time 
copying.  I  have  a  Verifax  machine 
and  will  make  copies  of  everything 
you  need.  "What  a  fruitful  eight 
hours  I  spent  there."  Then  he  told 
me  that  if  I  would  go  to  the  Coun- 
ty Court  House  the  next  day  I 
could  find  the  proof  of  the  paren- 
tage of  Mary  Baldwin,  by  the  pro- 
bate records  of  her  brother.  What 
wonderful  results  from  two  days 
work. 

From  New  York  I  went  to  Con- 
necticut and  Massachusetts  to  visit 
the  researchers  who  had  found  so 
much  good  information  for  me. 
One  of  my  prized  possessions  is  a 
picture  of  me  in  front  of  the  Bald- 
win mansion  in  Woburn,  a  suburb 
of  Boston,  which  was  built  in  1690 
by  Henry  Baldwin,  my  first  Baldwin 
ancestor  to  come  to  America.  In 
Connecticut,  I  met  a  distant  Bald- 
win cousin.  She  gave  me  all  the 
Baldwin  records  she  had  and  as  I 
was  leaving  she  said  she  had  a 
gift  for  me.  She  told  me  it  was  a 
peel  which  was  brought  into  the 
Connecticut  valley  in  1709  by  our 
common  Baldwin  ancestor.  (A  peal 
is  a  shovel  with  a  four  foot  long 
handle,    used    to    take    loaves    of
